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Mr.  Will  Hutchins,  who  comes  to  the  University  as  Professor 
of  Art,  is  a  graduate  of  Yale  University.  He  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  at  Yale  in  1909.  He  is  associate  editor 
of  Christian  Art  and  a  member  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Society.  Mr. 
Hutchins  is  the  author  of  several  plays  including  Jeanne  d 'Arc  at 
Vaucouleurs,  The  Day  that  Lincoln  Died,  and  The  Greatest  of 
These.  For  a  number  of  years  he  has  been  associated  with 
Walter  Hampden  in  the  production  of  plays  in  New  York  City. 
He  comes  from  the  Scarborough  School  on  the  Hudson,  where 
he  was  curator  of  the  Vanderlip  art  collection.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Arts  Club,  in  Washington,  where  he  has  exhibited  his 
paintings,  and  where  he  has  lectured. 

Doctor  Walter  Francis  Shenton  comes  to  the  University  from 
the  United  States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Maryland.  He 
will  be  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Physics.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Dickinson  College.  He  secured  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  1914.  Dr.  Shenton  was  Professor  of 
Mathematics  and  Astronomy  at  Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary 
from  1907  to  1910 ;  Instructor  in  Mathematics  at  Johns  Hopkins, 
1913-17 ;  Instructor  and  Assistant  Professor,  United  States  Naval 
Academy,  1917-25.  He  is  the  author  of  a  number  of  scientific 
articles  treating  Mathematics  and  Mechanics  and  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science,  and  other  learned  societies. 

Mr.  R.  Deane  Shure,  the  Director  of  Music  at  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Place  M.  E.  Church  South,  will  offer  instruction  in  piano,  voice, 
and  organ.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Oberlin  Conservatory  of 
Music  and  has  studied  several  seasons  abroad.  He  was  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Music,  Central  University  of  Iowa,  1907-09  ;  Dean  of 
the  School  of  Music,  Clarendon  College,  Texas,  1909-19;  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Music,  State  Normal  College,  Indiana,  Pennsyl- 
vania, 1919-21.  Since  1921  he  has  held  his  present  position  at 
Mt.  Vernon  M.  E.  Church.  Mr.  Shure  has  appeared  as  concert 
pianist  in  most  of  the  states,  in  Canada,  and  in  Europe.     He  has 
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been  conductor  of  festivals  of  music  with  the  Cincinnati  Sym- 
phony Orchestra  and  with  the  Pittsburgh  Symphony  Orchestra. 
He  is  the  author  of  more  than  one  hundred  compositions,  includ- 
ing pieces  for  piano,  organ,  violin,  and  voice.  He  is  the  com- 
poser of  Lyric  Washington,  the  famous  cycle  of  piano  pieces 
about  the  national  capital. 

Dr.  Joseph  Dawson,  who  becomes  Instructor  in  Bible,  is  a 
graduate  of  De  Pauw  University  and  of  Boston  Thelogical 
Seminary.  He  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  under  Dr.  Bowne  at 
Boston  University  in  1906.  Dr.  Dawson  has  had  very  successful 
experience  in  teaching  the  Bible,  and  is  the  author  of  a  number 
of  books  and  articles  concerning  the  Bible  and  its  influence.  He 
has  also  written  essays  on  Ruskin,  Tennyson,  and  Browning. 

Mr.  Jose  Llorens,  who  becomes  Assistant  Professor  of 
Romance  Languages,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Escuela  Normal 
Superior  de  Maestres,  Alicante,  Spain.  He  received  the  M.A. 
degree  from  the  Universidad  Central,  Madrid,  in  1914,  and  an 
honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  Education  from  the  Uni- 
versidad de  Mexico  in  1919.  Mr.  Llorens  was  Instructor  in 
Modern  Languages  at  the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  Annapolis, 
Maryland,  from  1920  to  1922,  and  head  of  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  in  Washington  Missionary  College,  1923-25. 
For  the  last  two  years  he  has  been  Dean  of  the  Summer  School 
for  American  Teachers  of  Spanish,  Alicante,  Spain,  and  during 
the  past  year  he  was  Instructor  of  Spanish  in  Eastern  High 
School,  Washington. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Varrelman  comes  to  the  University  as  Assistant 
Professor  of  Biology.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
California.  He  received  the  M.A.  degree  from  Columbia.  Mr. 
Varrelman  has  taught  at  Pennsylvania  State  College,  University 
of  California,  and  Columbia.  He  was  a  government  biologist  in 
the  National  Research  Council  in  1922-23,  and  since  that  date  has 
been  a  special  assistant  in  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries. 

Barbara  Van  Tuyl  Molstad  is  Registrar  and  Secretary  of  Dean 
Woods.  After  graduating  from  Carleton  College,  she  completed 
the  graduate  secretarial  course  at  Simmons  College.

Music.  The  work  in  music  will  be  gven  by  Mr.  R.  Deane  Shure. 
Instruction  in  piano,  voice,  and  organ  will  be  offered.  Col- 
lege credit  will  be  given  only  for  advanced  work  of  a  very 
high  grade.  The  cost  of  instruction  in  music  will  be  $85  a 
semester  for  two  half-hour  lessons  a  week.  Rent  of  piano 
or  organ  for  practice  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $15  a  semester 
for  one  hour  daily. 
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How  to  Reach  the  Campus.  Students  who  come  to  Washington 
by  train  will  arrive  at  the  Union  Station.  In  order  to  reach  the 
Campus,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  a  Mt.  Pleasant  car  to  Dupont 
Circle  and  to  transfer  to  a  Wesley  Heights-American  University 
bus,  which  leaves  the  Circle  on  the  even  hour  and  also  at  6  :30 
and  7  :30  A.  M.,  and  at  3  :48,  4  :30,  5  :30  and  G  :30  P.  M.  Secure 
a  transfer  when  paying  the  car  fare.  The  bus  passes  the  Campus 
at  the  corner  of  Massachusetts  and  Nebraska  Avenues. 

Baggage.  The  University  will  deliver  all  baggage  for  a  nominal 
fee  if  baggage  checks  are  left  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the 
College. 


Dormitory  for  Women.  The  young  women  will  go  to  the 
dormitory,  where  they  will  receive  their  room  assignments. 

Each  woman  should  bring  sheets,  blankets,  and  other  covers  for 
single  beds,  pillow  cases,  and  towels.  Curtains  are  supplied  by  the 
University.  Rugs  and  additional  window  draperies  must  be  pro- 
vided by  the  students  who  desire  them. 

The  University  will  be  responsible  for  laundering  a  limited 
number  of  sheets,  pillow  cases,  and  towels  each  week.  Personal 
laundry  will  be  looked  after  by  the  young  women  themselves. 

Rooms  for  Men.  A  list  of  very  attractive  rooms  for  young 
men  has  been  prepared.  Most  of  the  rooms  are  in  new  houses 
within  five  or  six  blocks  of  the  Campus.  Prices  range  from  $15 
to  $25  a  month,  depending  upon  number  in  a  room,  furnishings, 
etc.  Rooms  less  expensive  may  be  secured  at  a  greater  distance 
from  the  Campus.  The  list  of  rooms  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  the  College. 

Board.  All  students,  both  men  and  women,  will  take  their  meals 
in  the  University  dining  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  women's 
dormitory.  Regular  board  will  include  only  breakfasts  and  din- 
ners. A  cafeteria  luncheon  will  be  served  at  noon  at  cost.  The 
first  meal  to  be  served  will  be  luncheon  from  12 :00  to  1 :00 
o'clock,  on  Tuesday,  September  22.  The  regular  hours  for  meals 
are  as  follows:  breakfast,  7:15;  luncheon,  12:30;  dinner,  6:00. 
On  Sunday,  breakfast  will  be  served  at  8  :15  and  dinner  at  1 :30. 

Admission  Credits.  Each  student  should  either  send  or  bring 
a  certificate  of  credits  showing  the  work  completed  in  high  school. 
Students  transferring  from  other  colleges  should  present  also  an 
official  transcript  of  work  taken  in  college,  and  also  a  certificate 
of  honorable  dismissal. 

Registration.  All  students  will  register  in  the  Hurst  Hall  of 
History.  The  following  directions  should  be  observed  in  regis- 
tering : 

1.  Go  to  Room  10,  fill  out  the  matriculation  cards,  and  pay  the 
matriculation  fee  of  $10. 

2.  Study  the  list  of  courses  offered,  the  requirements  for 
graduation  (pp.  21,  22,  and  23  of  the  college  catalog),  and  the 
schedule  of  recitations  (pp.  10-13  of  this  bulletin),  and  make  out 
a  tentative  program  of  work.  Present  this  program  to  the  Dean 
of  the  College,  Room  8,  and  secure  a  statement  of  college  fees. 
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3.  After  your  program  has  been  approved,  fill  out  the  class 
cards  in  Room  7. 

•1.  Pay  all  college  fees  in  Room  11.  It  is  necessary  that  all 
fees  be  adjusted  before  attendance  upon  classes.
